To Prepare Hulled Corn 


Bome one asked how to prepare hulled 
corn 

Simply boil shelled corn in strong lye 
water until the hulls can be rubbed off 
easily, then wash through many waters, 
rubbing between the hands to remove the 
hulls Leave the corn in water over night 
to remove the taste of the lye. In the 
morning put it on to cook tn an abundance 
of cold water and boll steadily all day, add- 
ing water as needed (use a grafilte ket- 
tle), and stirring occasionaily to prevent 
burning 

When the corn is thoroughly done, pre- 
pare as you would hominy, using a little 
cream and butter, salt, etc. It is an old- 
fashioned dish, and the thought of it takes 
me back to my childhood home among the 
Alleghany Mountains, where ham and hom- 
iny, buckwheat cakes and maple syrup 
formed part of the bill-of-fare in every 
farmhouse. Otber memories are arvused— 
the ‘apple parings,’’ where all the nigh- 
bors pared and quartered aj; \:es until mid- 
night, when they wound up w.th @ su,per 
of wonderful dimensions, uid then canced 
until morning .

WAS not the first to call it 

that! I wisn I tad been! In 

my opinion it outranks ofl oth- 

er spring vegetables in virtue a8 
a gentle and agreeable alterative 
of unhealihy conditions incident 
upon winter weather and the ab- 
Tupt change from winter to apring. 
Dandelion greens have their merit, 
as we shall see by and by. Put 
they are coarse in quality, and less 
palatable than spinach. Their chief 
recommendation, beyond their 
medicinal properties, is that thcy 
are cheaper than the more aristo- 
cratic spinach, which, let me re- 
mark in passing, is held at exor- 
bitant prices by some marketmon, 
unmin@ful of the gracious possi- 
bilities wrapped up in the lush, 
dark-green leaves. 

Spinach, when sold by the least 
conscientious of greengrocers, 18 
cheaper by far than medicine, if 
only because, in its action, i: adds 
no sorrow therewith. “I would noi 
owe my health to a disease'”’ says 
a scornful satirist. Spring medi- 
cines of man’s devising poisun be- 
fore they cure. Juicy fruits, suc- 
culent salads, dandelions, a'spara- 
gus and spinach taste good and act 
pleasantly upon liver and blood, the 
beneticiary, meantime, blissfully un- 
conscious that he is “under treat- 
ment.” Meat heats and clogs the 
sewerage of the human vrystcm. 
Green vegetables sre assuasive and 
cleansing. 

Spinach shrinks so much in the 
cooking that our caterer must 
make allowance for this failing in 
purchasing. A quart will make a 
family soup, but two quarts are not 
too much for a dish of spinach a la 
creme, or spinach boiled plain. 


CHEAPER THAN MEDICINE 


It oyght not to cost over 15 cents 
a quart. Should the grasping huck- 
ster demand 20, or even 25, reflect 
that you are treating your 
household with “kitchen physic,” 
and be complacent in the superior- 
ity of your regimen over the sul- 
phur-and-molasses administered by 
our granddumes in the times of ig- 
norauce in which our children can 
hardly believe. 

They loved us as well as we love 
our bairns—those resolute dames 
of yore. It was principle, and sin- 
cere regard for our best interests, 
that made them line us up on balmy 
spring mornings, and, beginning 
with the baby in arms, pour a great 
spoonful of treacle and brimstone, 
beaten to a baleful mess, down our 
protestant throats. It was done be- 
fore breakfast (also upon princi- 
ple) and three days “handrun- 
ning,” after which came “three 
days off,” and then three more of 
the “spring sweetening” purgatory. 
It was supposed to act directly on 
the blood. Of the effect upon stom- 
ach and temper nothing was said— 
or thought. 


USES FOR SPINACH 


As #0on as spinach comes home from 
market, lay it in very cold water if it 
is to be used that day. It will revive 
and plump up, growing crisp and come- 
ly, Just as your cut flowers respond to 
the scent of water 

When ready to prepare it for cooking 
plok the leaves from the stalks. The 
stalks, if tender, may be utilized in the 
soup, but strip them of the leaves 
Wash all carefully in two waters to rid 
the leaves from grit and insects.

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Spinach Cream Soup. 


Put your spinach, prepared as above. into 
@® saucepan, with a cupful of cold water, 
and bring to a fast boll. Keep this up un- 
til the spinach is tender and broken to 
pleces. Turn into a chopping tray, strain- 
ing off the water in which it was cooked, 
but not draining the vegetable. It must be 
quite moist. Chop very fine aad run through 
the vegetable press It should be a soft 
Taste. Have ready a scant quart of boiling 
milk In @ farina kettle Never forget to 
drop a pinch of soda itrto milk when you 
boil tt In a fryingpan melt two table- 
#poonfuls of butter, and stir into it a ta- 
blespocnful of flour. Cook and stir smooth, 
add to the spinach paste Let the whole 
simmer for a minute. Pour in the hot milk, 
stirring al) the time; take from the fire, 
scason to taste with salt, pepper, a little 
sUgar and a dash of nutmeg, and pour out 
BStrew sippets of fried bread on the surface 
of each plateful. 


Spinach a la Creme. 


Freshen and crisp the spinach as directed 
in the preceding recipe Cook the leaves, 
Gripping with water, in the inner vessel of 
@ double boiler. Do not add water. Enough 
Juice will exude in cooking for all purposes. 
Covor the kettle, and keep the water in the 
outer at a hard boil until the leaves are 
broken and tender.

Spinach Daisies. 


Prepare and boil the spinach as for spin- 
ach a la creme or “in American style.”’

O REFORM 98 per cent. of the drunkards 
upon whom he tries his uplifting remedy 


such is the remarkable record claimed 

by Judge William J. Pollard, who pre 

sides in the Davton street police court of St. 
Louis, Mo. 

So widespread is Judge Vollard’s fame, or, 
rather, the fame of his success as a reformer, 
that upon a recent visit to Great Britain he found 
himself lionized. 

Lord Magistrates of London consulted him; 
he hobnobbed with members of the House of Com- 
mons. and was entertained by peers of the realm. 
To all these he explained his plan of setting the 
drinking man on his feet with a helping hand in- 
stead of sending him to the workhouse in dis- 
grace. 


UDGE POLLAK.._ PLAN is simple. To avoid any 
suggestion of absurdity, it may be said at the out- 
set that sodden drunkards, some of them women, 


with whom drink Its considered a disease, are sent 
to the workhouse without loss of time. 
The Magistrate considers them incurables. Their 


word is worthless. A pledge is meaningless. Their lives 
have been and will be this iting@ry, with little change: 
Workhouse, six months; release, drunk again; sentenced 
to another six months, and so, year after year. 

It is the man with the family, the man sometimes, 
probably, with “just a chance,’ who interests Judge Pol- 
lard. William Jones, for instance, becomes flery on flery 
whisky. He breaks the dishes at home, and takes his 
spite out on Mrs. Jones by striking her. Policeman Clancy 
tears his uniform taking him to the station house. 

Jones’ fighting spirit has given way to headache and 
meekness when he comes before Judge Pollard the follow- 
ing morning. The usual questions are asked. Jones is 
impressed with the seriousness of striking his wife. 

He is given a chance that saves the wife from further 


abuse and allows the breadwinner to go free to make 
the family living. 
“Jones,” says the Judge, ‘‘you were drunk. You beat 


your wife, fought the policeman and should go to the 
workhouse. If you will promise me not to drink for one 
year and wil] sign a pledge to that effect, I will stay 
execution of the $100 fine your case warrants and give you 
a chance to make a man of yourself. 

“If you come before me again, 
workhouse to serve out that fine. 
drinking again, I'll have you in court. 

“Now go over there, sign that pledge, then go home 
and fight for instead of against that little woman who 
carries your child in her arms. 

“Report to me at my house every Monday, Wednes- 
day and Friday night for two months.” 

Ir discussing his plan, the Justice said the other day: 
“The probationer will put on his best clothes and look 
pretty spic and span when he comes to my house. I show 


him into the parlor. put him at ease and talk with him. 
Say just whatever good thoughts come in my mind. 


“I talk on the happiness there ought to be in bringing 
up a family. I sometimes compare the satisfaction down 
in your heart that a dollar for the baby’s shoes will 
bring, when being what some men call a good fellow 
brings nothing but remorse, 

“This man visits me for the required time. Boon I see

“Now, which is the better, to send that man to the 
workhouse, while his wife begs, starves or does worse, or 
to give him a chance? I know which is the better. It's 
no longer a question. It has been proved. 

"What percentage of the men violate the pledge and 
go wrong again? Two per cent. that I know of. Only 
two men out of a hundred have ever been brought back 
to court, where I execute the stayed sentence. 

“Others may break the pledge | don't know; but ff 
they do, it js done so discreetly they do not come into 
court and the police of my district do not hear of it. 

1 rst adopted the system turee and a half years ago. 
I can't well figure to what extent it has decreased in- 
toxication, because there is less drunkenness now from 
another more far-reaching cause. When Governor Folk 
put the Sunday lid on St. Louis a noticeable falling off in 
such cases in the police courts followed 

“My efforts in this line command respect. I some- 
times take long chances to save a man—a«ad save him, 
too. It takes an insight into human nature. But lovuk 
at the loss of prestige to the Pollard pledge if I gave it 
to a drunkard who would go out and again become drunk. 
shouting how he had fooled the Judge! 

““"No, men of that class need a physician, not a Judge 
or a pledge. They are hopeless. The workhouse is their 
heritage. I am sorry for them. But when there is a 
chance of saving a man, ] cannot give him a kick down- 
hill by sending him to the workhouse. 

“One man, in whose case I made an error of judg- 
ment, was intoxicated two hours after he had signed the 
pledge. His wife informed me. Next day he was sur- 
prised to be called into court. He denied he had been 
drinking. I knew differently. He was sentenced to six 
months.

A CURIOUC REFORMATION 


“When he came out he thanked me. voluntarily took 
the pledge and has been sober since. So my first mistake 
in that case wasn't such a serious one. 

“Twice since I returned from Europe I have been 
visited by men whom I saved. One is now a prosperous 
business man. Three years ago he was down and out. 
He hated himself and hated his wife. He struck her— 
police, arrest, court, pledge. 

“It made a man of him. He came up to thank me. 
You'll pardon me if I tell you I felt a great pride thrill 
me. That's my only vanjty. It did me good to see the 
fine-looking, well-dressed man standing there instead of 
being in the gutter, with the stigma of a workhouse sen- 
tence upon him. The other man’s experience was much 
the same. He called to thank me. 

‘Since 1 returned I have had another caller. 
faced, clear-eyed, rather good-looking man of 30 called 
upon me. ‘Judge, I want to take the pledge,’ he said. 
‘I took it for a year two years ago, and kept ft unt a 
month ago. I fell. I'm sorry. The only thing to do is 
to sign the pledge again.’ 

‘Well. he signed it. Such men need help. 
to devote my outside time to helping them.” 

Judge Pollard is an example of the self-made man. 
He is the son of Southern parents who were formerly 
wealthy, but whose possessions were swept away in the 
Civil War. 

The boy, then a mere lad, enjoyed few opportunities 
of attending school before he was called upon to con- 
tribute his services to the family support. Since then, 
while achieving success himself, his greatest pleasure has 
been to extend the helping hand to those who need it.

Convention of Epworth Leagues 
And Sunday Schools. 

The annval convention of Epworth 
Leagues and Sunday schools for Red 
Deer, Lacomve and Siettler districts 
was held in Lacombe Feb. 26-27 A 
large number of schools were represent 
ed and those which failed to send dele 
gates missed an excellent opportunity 
of receiving inspiration, encouragement 
and suggestion. The convention opened 
at 2 p.m. on the 26th. Devotional exer 
cises led by Rev J. N. Wilkinson of Val 
ley City. 

An excellent paper on Junior League 
work written by Mrs. Henderson of Red 
Deer was read by Mrs. Huestis, Mrs 
Henderson being absent on account of 
loess, ‘be paper was intensely practi 
cal and also original. The writer out 
lined a number of methods tried in’ her 
own society and which had proved 
satisfactory. She did not believe in ad 
hering rigidly to any cut and dried con 
stitution but rather in adapting the 
methods to the circumstances in order 
to do the moat effective work The con 
atitution should be used as a guide but 
the superintendent must devise ways to 
suit conditions. A lively discussion fol 
lowed. 

At4 p.m. a large class of childreo 
came in from school and were taught ao 
object leason on “Crowns” by Miss Car 
ter. The children manifested keen in 
terest in the lesson. Different kinds of 
crowns were shown as illustrations but 
the crowp which we should all seek is 
that obtained by becowing children of 
the Heavenly King. 

The evening session opened with a 
song service followed by an address by 
Rev. J. A. Doyle. Mr. Doyle affirmed 
that the Epworth League would never 
have existed if the Sunday School had 
done its duty. The ongin of the Stu- 
dents Volunteer Movetuent was traced 
to a gathering at Northfield in 1887. 
Livingstone was chosen by the Students 
at Bellevilie and sent to Africa. Steven- 
son wished to go as a missionary so he 
campaigned the Cobourg District aod 
asked for 2c a week from the young 
people. He received enough to send 
bim out. 70 missionaries are at present 
supported by the young people. Mani 
toba Couferenes supports 4, B.C. 1 and 
wants 3. The Methodist church agreed 
to send and support 14 missionaries a 
year for 4 years. Alberta Conference is 
expected to send 3. The missionary 
spirit should be taught more in the Sup- 
day schools. 

A stirring address was given by Rev. 
C. H. Huestis on “The Aim of the Lp 
worth League”. He said Kpwortn 
League is not a part of the church but 
is the church doing work in the inter- 
esta of young life. All life manifests 
unity. Ihe church should not allow her 
different members to duplicate work but 
each department should do ity own work 
and that alone. The object of the Ep- 
worth League as contained in the con- 
stitution was then discussed clause by 


clause and was shown to be an admir 
able one if we were to work it out. On 
Thursday morning a very interesting 


paper op “How to Ioterest Young Peopte 
in Bible Study” was read by Rev. W. E. 
James. He showed tirst the necessity of 
Bible study as an educator and as a 
means of developing spiritual life. The 
writer believed it best to give young 
bible students the best modern thought 
on the bible when they 
which -ould not be explained in other 
ways though be did not believe in airing 
the “New Views” ip order to perplex 
those who did not see difficulties. Some 
methods were then suggested that were 
calculated to create greater ipterest ino 
Bible study. 

An excellent paper was read by Rev. 
Barner on the “Power of the Prayer 
Life.’ Among other good things, the 
writer said, “to pray not for tasks equal 
to your power but for power equal to 
your tasks.” “Mep of vision are men of 
prayer.” 

Report of Committee on Resolutions 
was next read.
